I have a Knight kit transmitter called the "Knight 50 watt 
transmitter", this was before Knight thought up the T-000 and 
R-Q00 numbering scheme. On this transmitter the key-up 

voltage on the plate of the 6AG7 oscillator is 720 volts, and key 
down is 580 volts. According to the handbook tube tables this is 
WAY over the rated voltage. This transmitter was used daily for 
about two years before the 6AG7 developed intermittant shorts 
between the plate and supressor grid. Was this considered 
acceptable voltage on this tube ? Modifying the circuit for lower 
voltage always gave insufficient drive for the 807 final.

effect for about ten seconds.

Over the next few days, random but intense, short length "bzzzsst's 
" began to emanate from the " pot " ( xfmr ). I began to have hard disk 
drive problems, and use of 
a receiver was prevented, as the sound through the speaker could blow me 
out of my desk chair. I immediately connected a line disturbance recorder 
to my service, not 
wanting to contact the utility half cocked, as I also have a good 
professional relationship with their chief engineer. I was unable to 
detect any significant spikes 
on the lines. The arcs persisted as well as the glitches, and I called 
the utility. The 
"pot " was examined, and the linemen suspected carbon tracking. They 
would 
report it, and were unsure if pressure washing or replacement would be 
effected. 
They did relate to me that the last time this occurred, the tracking was 
clear down the pole to ground. Also, if tracking was present on the " pot 
"| it would be replaced since 
the track could not be cleaned off. After several days' more arc & spark, 
I called again. 
Complained about the computer problem, and my test results. The pot was 
replaced 
the next day. 

Here is the strange part: Afterwards, the arcing and the line sizzle on 
the 12.5K and 75 K overheads were gone. I can't explain why, but 
apparently these were related problems. No sizzle to date. Glitches 
gone. I' m sure glad the outage caused that xfmr to expire ! 


The electronic glitches were apparently " Over the Air 
Regards, Rich P 


P.S. Many utilities will leave a disturbance recorder connected to your 
service to aid 

in solving this sort of problem. Also, in regards to messing 
around with poles, remember the part about the carbon track 
to ground. Stray high voltage currents 

are quite non - discriminatory as to the path they take.

200's may be ‘knifed'. Knifing puts radial slits in the outer pair of 


For example, lets say you've correctly aligned a radio (or oscillator) so 
the end point (upper and lower frequency) calibrations are spot on. 


Then you notice that, for example, the dial readings in the middle of the 
range are consistently high, i.e. you receive a frequency higher than 
indicated by the dial. E.g. dial shows, say, 3.80 MHz but radio is 
actually is receiving a signal at 3.79 MHz. Let's say that the linearity 
is consistently off in the same direction and is worst in the middle of the 
range.

I think you can get a bow in the dial linearity if the dial scale has 
been rotated on the capacitor tuning shaft relative to where it should 
be. Two overlapping set screw circles on the cap shaft would be a 

sign of this problem, for sure. Check the manual to see if this 

is covered (usually not), or check the dial itself. The HQ-180A 
currently on the workbench has a vertical line past the end of 


the freq scales that looks like it should line up with the dial index 
with the cap completely meshed.

CW, 500 watts AM, 600 watts PEP SSB or DSB. 


Matching range is 52 -600 ohms, bands 80 thru 10 "provided the reactance is 
not excessive". 


Note that this is the classic Z-match design, one of only two such designs 
ever put forth for the ham community by mainstream manufacturers (other was 
Harvey-Wells). Gives you the advantage of true balanced design without a 
balun with the tradeoff being a more limited range and kinda critical 
adjustment (hence the vernier). This is a topic for a lengthy discussion 
which you didn't ask for. 


What you did ask was: Will it handle the 600 watt (output) amp? 
No, not within its original specs. 


On the other hand, one could argue that there's really no need to run 600 


watts on CW.......

I just picked up a nice little National NCX-200 tranceiver from a gentleman on the 
list. It seems to have been manufacturored around the late '60s as I found an ad 
for it in the February, 1968, QST. It offers three modes, CW, SSB, and AM, and 


covers 

80M, 40M, 20M, 15M and 10M. Separate power supply. It has parallel 6JB6's in the 
final. 

I have not had it fired up yet but the seller indicated that the receiver was 
operable 

on some, but not all, bands, so I assume it will need some work. The cosmetics are 
pretty nice, really, and seems to need little but some touch up paint, here and 
there. 

The picture in the QST ad showed a knob coming out the right side of the

There is a paint company in Portland, OR tht will make up spray cans of Tek 
Blue lacquer for me in quantities of 12 or more. I have a few new cans in 
stock right now that I am willing to sell for $12 each plus shipping which I 
think will be about $5. The paint company says UPS will take these cans 
since they are not considered hazardous as long as I put the right 
"exemption numbers" on the outside of the package. 


One can is enough to do at least 3 scopes of the 545 size. 


You need to know a few things about Tek scope paint before you consider 
painting your instrument. First, there is more than one color and style of 
"Tek Blue Paint". The older instruments were painted with a wrinkle finish 
and the color was slightly different than the later Tek scopes that were 
painted with "normal" paint and had the textured finish in the surface of 
the metal cabinets rather than in the paint. The paint that I have is the 
"normal" variety and the latest color. You can still use this paint ona 
wrinkle finish cabinet, but it tends ti fill the wrinkles in a little and 
the color is off slightly. A purist can tell the difference. 


Surface prep is the same as you would do for any metal cablinet you want to 
spray with lacquer. Remove all grease pencil marks, glue, tape, stickers, 
ink pen marks, etc. Lacquer does not like to stick to foreign substances. 
When the panels are as clean as you can get them, wash them (in a 
well-ventilated area) with a rag soaked in lacquer thinner. Let the lacquer 
thinner dry for a few minutes and spray the panels. It really works pretty 
good if you have some spray painting skills. 


Let me know if you are interested in a can of this paint. If I get flooded 
with requests, it will take a couple of weeks for them to make me 12 more cans. 


(I wonder if they would consider making cans of paint for Johnson, 
Hallicrafers, National, Collins, etc. Is there any interest out there in 
having me ask the question? Is $17 per can too much for the market to bear?)

In US diagrams, another trap lurks: Mohms at one time denoted 
xthousandsx of ohms, same root as the milli- that indicates thousandths. 
Usage ceased sometime in the early 1930s, but not consistently (and 
mid-30s ARRL Handbooks are very careful over this, which gives some idea 
of the confusion it caused). 

In xreallyx old US diagrams, you may find resistors drawn as 
"“squarewave' shapes, and *xinductors* drawn with zigzag lines, while 
condensers are shown as either overlapping squares or interlocked, 
square-cornered "U" shapes. (This appears in many US patent drawings but 
not exclusively). 

...Il won't even address relays and contactors, save to note I know of 
at least three ways to draw ‘em, all of which are still in current use in 
the 'States. (And, yes, I do "collect" schematic symbols--the variations 
are amazing!
